established by the legislature shall not exceed the  department's 

annual licensing and regulatory activity costs. " 

 

 On page 7, after line 16, insert the following: 

  

 "NEW SECTION.  Sec. 4. A new section is added to chapter 43.20A RCW 

to read as follows: 

 (1) It is the intent of the legislature that the c osts of each 

long term care facility licensing and regulatory pr ogram be fully 

borne by the facilities. With the information provi ded in the report 

under subsection (2) of this section, the legislatu re intends to 

identify the licensing fees for each facility that w ould be sufficient 

to defray the costs of administering the licensing and regulatory 

program for those facilities. 

 (2) Beginning July 15, 2010, and annually thereaft er, the 

department shall provide a licensing fee report to the legislature on 

nursing homes, boarding homes, and adult family hom es. The report 

shall include: 
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 (a) Information on initial licensing including but  not limited to: 

 (i) The number of initial facility inspections; an d 

 (ii) The number of initial licensing follow-up ins pections by 

facility type; 

 (b) Information on licensing renewals including bu t not limited 

to: 

 (i) The number of licensing renewal full inspectio ns; 

 (ii) The number of follow-up inspections; and  

 (iii) The average length of time between renewal i nspections by 

facility type; 

 (c) Information on complaint investigations includ ing but not 

limited to: 

 (i) The total number of complaint investigations b y facility type; 

 (ii) The number of complaint investigations by pri ority and 

facility type; and  

 (iii) The percent of complaints per bed by facilit y type; and  

 (d) Information on licensing and regulatory costs for the previous 

fiscal year including but not limited to: 

 (i)  The total costs for licensing and regulatory activities by 

facility type; 

 (ii) The percentage of total state operating costs  for licensing 

and regulatory activities that are covered through licensing fees; and  

 (iii) The estimated fee amount that would be neede d in order to 

cover the total state costs of licensing and regula tory activities, by 

facility type."  

 

  
  EFFECT:  The license fees for boarding homes, nursing home s, and 

adult family homes that are established in the bien nial budget act 
will not exceed DSHS's costs for the licensing and regulatory 
activity on those facilities.  

 
  The legislature intends that the costs of the lic ensing and 

regulatory activities will be fully borne by the fa cilities that 
are being licensed. 
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  DSHS shall provide an annual report to the legisl ature that 
details the licensing and regulatory activities fro m the previous 
fiscal year, and provides the costs related to thos e activities. 
The report shall include the percentage of state co sts that are 
covered by the licensing fees and an estimated fee amount that 
would be needed to cover the total state costs for licensing and 
regulatory activities.
